EARTHQUAKE OBSERVATIONS 

es IN JAPAN. - 

Tha. Transactions of the Svismological 
Socioty of Japan for 1884 cvntains (says 
Nature) a paper, by Professor Milne, on 
three hundred and oighty-soven earthquakes, 
observed duriny two years in North Japan. 
To determine the extant. of country over 
which an éarthquake was felt, be distri- 


bnted bundles of posteards to the govern-. 


ment officials at ali important towns within 
a distance of one handrod’ miles of Tokio, 
with request that every week one of the 
cards should be posted with a note of any 
carthquakes that might have oceurred. By 
this expedient it was discovered that the 
Hakme Mountains, to the south of: the 
Tokio pluin, appeared to stop every shook 
coming from the north; and agcirdingly 
the barricx.of postcards was stupped in that 
direction, but was oxtended “gradually to 
the north until it included the forty-divo 
principal towns in the main island to the 
north of Tokio, besides several places in 

ozo. In Tokio, obsurvations as to direc- 
tion, velocity, and intensity were made with 
‘various earthquake instruments, A deseri 
tion of the principal instruments used, with 
@ comparison. of thetr relative morits, haa 
already been given by Professor Milne in 
vol, iv, of the ‘Trunsactione of tha Society. 
The second part. of the paper ‘is divoted to 
a list of the three hundred and eighty-seven 
earthquakes recorded, with particulars. of 
cach; one Lundred. and twenty-four maps 
-of earthquako districts, as well as numerous 
other illustrations, aro nppeuded. 


The results of ‘an exhaustivo, study of 


thess eatthyuakes. may be summed up as 
follows : (1) As to distribution in ‘apaca ; of 
the three hundred and eighty-seven shocks, 
two ‘hundred and fifty-four were local, that 
is, they were uot felt over an area greater 
than fifty square miles; one hundred and 
ninety-eight of these were confined to’ the 
seaboard j and fifty-six were inland, Toe 
Average diameter of the land surfuce over 
which tho’ remaining one hundrod: and 
thirty-three extended was obout forty-five 
tniles, but four or five of them embraced a
